Some recent comments on the 
subject of the Albany Nativity 
Scene show a misunderstanding 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union and of the basic concern 
of that organization. 

The ACLU is not an “anti- 
Christian” group; it does not 
seek to “take the Christ out of 
Christmas”, The aim of the 
ACLU is to preserve traditional 
American freedoms, one of which 
is freedom of religion. Paradox- 
ically, the ACLU’s aim in Albany 
was the preservation of freedom | 
of religion. It sought to clarify 
the separation of church and 
state, in keeping with American 
political traditions. 

The line between church and 
state is difficult to define. Decid- 
ing upon the proper limits to the 
activities of civil authorities re- 
quires clear - headed, careful 
thought by all of us. In a democ- 
racy, the actions of civil authori- 
ties by implication express the 
views of the society as a whole. 
Great care must be taken to 


on the rights of the individual 
to express his own particular re- 
ligious views. The civil authori- 
ties should not be committeed to} 
any one particular view in the 
name of the community as a 
whole. 

At any rate, 
proper relations 
and religious institutions is a 
complex one; it cannot be ans- 
wered by reciting slogans. We 
should give the question our most 
careful attention. 

We should also appreciate the 
continuing efforts of the ACLU 
to defend the freedom of the in- |
